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GOP Plans $250,000 Campaign On Civil Rights 

Pinpointing civil rights as a major fall campaign 
issue, the Republicans have quietly established a 
$250,000 war chest in an effort to win more Negro 
votes in some 14 crucial states and will send head- 
lining Negro speakers on whirlwind trips to key 
cities throughout the nation. 

Planning a campaign aimed at exposing the “con- 
troversial’ Democratic civil rights stand and the 
growing influence of southerners in the party, GOP- 
ers hope to send into the critical vote areas speaking 
brigades including ex-Mississippi leader, Dr. T. R. M. 
Howard, ex-Olympic star, Mal Whitfield, White 
House aide, E. Frederick Morrow and assistant 
Labor Secretary, J. Ernest Wilkins. 

Others to be pressed into service include Louisville 
lawyer Charles (Dawg) Anderson, Dr. A. C. Ter- 
rance, former president of the National Medical As- 
sociation, and Richmond, Va., insurance executive, 
Booker T. Bradshaw. Tentative plans call for the 
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teams to stump the far-west, key border 
states of Maryland and Missouri and 
Kentucky, and the mid-west. Millions of 
pamphlets assailing the Dixie influence 
of the Democratic party will be circulated 
during the national drive. In other con- 
vention highlights: 


e Dr. Helen G. Edmonds, professor of 
_ history at North Carolina College, Dur- 
Dr. Edmonds ham, was named to make the principal 
address seconding the nomination of President Eisen- 
hower and became the first Negro woman accorded such 
an honor. Four delegates, including Cleveland Council- 
man John Kellogg, were considered for seconding speeches 
for Vice-president Richard Nixon. 


e Atty. Perry Howard was reappointed Mississippi na- 
tional committeeman and eight of his party were certified 
as delegates. Seven whites, also named delegates in settle- 
ment of the “Black and Tan” and “Lily-White” squabble, 
refused to sit with the Negroes and were ordered into the 
balcony. 

e Atty. Elliot D. Turnidge, of Darlington, S. C., and five 
other Negroes were certified as members of their state 
delegation after a parliamentary fight. 


Ga. Court Asked To Restore 130 Negroes To Vote List 

A Georgia U. S. District Judge was asked to restore the 
names of 130 Negroes to Pierce County voters lists after 
several testified their names were stricken the day before 
the August 15 elections. County Attorney S. F. Memory, 
of Blackshear, admitted that notices were mailed to some 
just within the one-day deadline, but said none was 
stricken on account of race or color.

If we 
moved out now, we’d be going against our own race.” 





JET Undergoes Price Change

years ago, became necessary because of increased 
paper and production costs.

on the minority report which called for a pledge to 
“carry out” the Supreme Court decisions. 

Most vocal of Negro leaders in the fight, Michigan’s 
Rep. Diggs admitted the present plank does not sanction 
segregation (as some liberals charged) but said he did 
not believe southerners would have walked out had a 
stiffer plank been adopted. Opposition, he added, in- 
cluded party leaders who felt they had made an honest 
effort to get as strong a plank as they could under the 
circumstances. Asked if he would actively campaign for 
the national party in the fall, the congressman explained 
he would “wait and see” what the Republican civil rights 
plank was, and added that the Negro vote did not de- 
pend solely on that issue.

Dr. George Kingslow was named to the Hackensack, 
N. J. County Park Commission and became the first Ne- 
gro appointed to the Bergen County post. Kingslow, an 
associate attending physician at Hackensack General 
Hospital, is the seventh member elected to the reorgan- 
ized commission. 


Fine N. C. Lawyer $500; Shook Finger At White 

A Statesville, N. C., Negro lawyer, who figures in at 
least three suits to break down vote discrimination, was 
fined $500 at Superior Court in Jackson, after a white 
woman registrar testified he shook his finger in her face 
and refused to leave the registration place. Atty. James 
Robert Walker Jr. had appealed a conviction on charges 
of “trespass and interfering with an election official,” 
after they argued over whether or not two Negroes could 
read.

N. J. Woman Files Bias Charge Against Bar Owners 

A white tavern operator, Mrs. Eva Barkei, accused of 
ordering a Negro woman, Mrs. Edith Marshall, to leave 
her establishment last June, was held for the Middle- 
town, N. J., grand jury on a discrimination charge filed 
by Mrs. Marshall. Testifying that she was told to leave 
the tavern after she took her two children in to use the 
rest-room, Mrs. Marshall quoted the operator as saying: 
“Get out, get out. We have no facilities for busloads of 
niggers.” Mrs. Marshall said she was with a party on a 
chartered bus. 


Chi. Whites Mob Home Over Feared ‘Negro Sale’ 

A mob of 1,500 Chicago whites stormed the home of a 
white family reportedly planning to sell to Negroes, but 
was dispersed by 20 squads of police who put down the 
demonstration after about five hours. Probers later 
learned the whites, Mr. and Mrs. Santos Le Verde, for- 
merly of Seattle, Wash., were entertaining a Negro 
couple, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Nunn, who were en route to 
Louisiana.

Texas Negroes Get Equal Vote In American Legion 

Negro members of the Texas American Legion received 
equal voting rights with white members after a state con- 
vention passed a resolution in Dallas. Under the new rule, 
4,836 Negro members in 125 posts will vote on the basis of 
two ballots for the first 15 members and an additional 
vote for each additional 25 members. Negro Legionnaires 
now have 300 votes compared to the previous 26. 


Fine 2 Miss. Whites Who Abused Negro Woman 
In Vicksburg, Mass., two white men, James V. Kelly, 42, 
and George Conda, 46, were arrested and fined on 
charges of drunkenness, lewdness and indecency after 
admitting they forced a 25-year-old Negro maid into their 
car, took her to a nearby lake and beat and abused her. 


Undertaker Gets 6 Months; Evaded Income Tax 

A Baltimore funeral director, Charles A. Rice, who 
failed to file income tax returns for the years 1953 and 
1954 when his gross earnings exceeded $25,000, was sen- 
tenced to six months imprisonment by Federal Judge W. 
Calvin Chestnut. The 50-year-old Rice pleaded guilty to 
the charge.

When Hobart Taylor Sr., 
strode into Chicago’s amphi- 
theatre last week, drank in 
the spectacle of glaring 
kleig lights, then ambled 
down the aisle to the Texas 
delegation, no one could 
blame him if he squared his 
shoulders a bit. As the first 
Negro member of the dele- 
gation, and surrounded by 
55 white faces in the Lone 
Star group, he sported a 
“Love That Lyndon” button 
with the rest and wore a 
self-assurance bred by “just 
being from Texas” (where 
even the midgets are reput- 
edly six feet tall.)

But back in his home bailiwick of Harris County 
(Houston), and wherever politics was talked, those in 
the know marked him as “The Negro Who Upset Texas 
. Politics,” and gave him credit for much of the long stride 
Negroes have made there in the past eight years. 

Grandson of a Virginia slave shoemaker who took only 
silver dimes for his cobbling (he had a hoard of 6,000 
when he bought his first land), the often gruff rancher, 
cab and real estate op- 
erator is as quiet about 
himself as the “off the 
wall” tales are Texas- 
like and flamboyant. 
Sample: “He started 
plowing for 75 cents, was 
so good they gave him 
$1.25, and he grew to be 
a millionaire.’ Taylor 
scorns the word “rich” 
like a cat scorns a dip in 
the water, resents the 
implication that he is a 
millionaire, and would 
be the last to lay any 
claim to “upsetting” Tex- 
as politics.

his conversation (“make friends of your enemies, and help 
them bear their burdens”) and he is reputed to have re- 
jected a “hello” from a passer-by, explaining: “You 
haven’t made an appointment to speak to me.” 

About politics, he is straightforward. “You get out just 
what you put in,” Taylor says, and he insists that “some- 
thing’”’ must include money. He helped organize the Har- 
ris County (interracial) Democratic organization which 
has 39 Negroes on its executive committee, and is one of 
three Negroes on the nine-man steering committee. He 
has watched and helped Negro voter strength ripen from 
nothing (when they were excluded until 1944 by the 
white primary) to 70,000 in Harris County and 450,000 in 
the state. “We’ve been red hot since 1948,” he proudly 
exclaims. 

Whites in the delegation acknowledge him as a power, 
but former Houston Mayor Roy Hofheinz probably sums 
up best their estimate of his impact. Says Hofheinz: 
“He’s a fine citizen, outstanding Democrat and friend of 
long standing. His being the first Negro delegate from 
Texas is probably the start of a new trend.” 
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Fla. Negroes Held In Death Of White Man 

Two Negro ex-convicts who beat a white drinking 
partner in Marianna, Fla., and left him on a rail- 
road track where he was killed by a train, said they 
did it because “they didn’t like white folks.” John 
Smith, 39, and “Peewee” Sistrunk told Sheriff Roy 
Roberson they objected to white 56-year-old Baxter 
Hinson hanging around Smith’s house. 








Elect Negro Justice Of The Peace In Pa. Town 

In Alleppo Township, Pa., 37-year-old Harold R. Warren 
won election as justice of the peace on a close margin of 
only 29 votes and became the first Negro elected to the 
post in suburban Alleghany County. Alleppo Township 
(pop. 150) has seven Negro families. 


Miami Woman Jailed For Refusing Rear Seat In Bus 

A woman passenger refused to move to the rear of a 
Miami bus and was arrested on disorderly conduct 
charges. Mrs. Eleanor M. Fair, 31, was the third Negro 
to be arrested in such a case in recent months. 


Yesterday In Negro History 

August 24, 1947—Margaret Rozarian Harris, three 
year old piano prodigy, made her concert debut in 
Chicago. Margaret’s program consisted of selec- 
tions from Bach, Brahms, Mozart and Schubert. 

August 25, 1746—Lucy Ter- 
ry, a slave in Deerfield, 
Mass., commemorated an 
Indian raid on the colony 
in her poem, Bars Fight. 
She was the earliest Negro 
poet writing in the colo- 
nies, and authorities say 
her poem gives a better 
version of the raid by the 
Indian warriors than any of 
her contemporary writers.

Africans Ask Ban On Interracial Marriages 

A request to forbid marriages between Negro women 
and white men was denied by the British protectorate 
government in Kampala, Uganda, East Africa. The Busoga 
district council asked authorities to ban interracial 
marriages but were told that the government had no 
power in such matters. 
Say S. Africans Returning To Blood Sacrifice 

In Johannesburg, South Africa, a white minister ac- 
cused natives of making blood sacrifices of cattle instead 
of attending church. Dr. M. L. Maile, minister of a Dutch 
Reformed Church mission, said South African natives 
had lost faith in the religion, brought by the white man.

A note found in the pocket of a man killed by a train 
led Little Rock police authorities to the badly decomposed 
body of a Negro woman who apparently had been mur- 
dered. The note, found on the body of Willie Ed Bell, 30, 
of Pine Bluff said: “Go look in field down below Log 
Station ... will find my wife, Minnie Mae Bell. I killed 
her down by the big tree out in the field. We was not go- 
ing to live together anymore, but I killed her because she 
knew I killed three men and two women and she told me 
if I did not give her what she wanted she would tell all.” 





Calif. Maid Escapes Kidnapper By ‘Vomiting’ 

An attractive 19-year-old Los Angeles maid, Josephine 
Johnson, told police she gained her freedom from a man 
posing as a deputy sheriff by “vomiting all over” him as 
he forced her into an abnormal act after kidnapping her 
from a busy street corner. Miss Johnson said she was 
approached by the man as she waited for her boy friend 
and was told he wanted to “question” her about a pick- 
pocket case. Instead, he drove her to a secluded spot and 
forced her into the act.

The Cincinnati teaching 
careers of Henry J. Ford- 
ham and his wife, Geneva, 
were brought to an end af- 
ter the Ohio State Board of 
Education revoked their 
certificates. The couple 
made national news recent- 
ly when it was revealed that 
he had forged their creden- ‘ 
tials in order to teach. The ’ 8 
Fordham defense lawyer Mr. and Mrs. Fordham 
maintained that they were not guilty in defrauding the 
school system, but that the examiners had been lax in 
allowing them to obtain the certificates. 





Color Bars Lowered In 3 Kentucky Schools 

Color bars were lowered in public schools in three Ken- 
tucky towns in programs which varied from integration 
of the first grade only at Hopkinsville, to total integra- 
tion at Ashland. The Hopkinsville plan gave desegregated 
first graders the right to attend that school or transfer 
to another if they wished. In Ashland, the first two 
grades were integrated, and at Newport, where the Negro 
school was being abandoned, all youngsters and their 
three teachers, were integrated. 


La. School Bias Issue Pleaded In Custody Case 

An Inkster, Mich., teacher, Frank Latimer, was refused 
custody of his 8-year-old son in Tulsa, Okla., although he 
claimed that the boy would have to attend Jim Crow 
schools by living with his mother in Lafayette, La. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Eben L. Taylor left the boy in his 
mother’s custody pending settlement of a divorce suit 
filed against her. She testified that the boy would be bet- 
ter off with her no matter where they lived and said she 
was sending him to a Catholic school in Lafayette. 
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North Carolina Univ. Admits Ist Negro Girls 
iii Two Negro girls will enter the Sep- 
tember freshman class of Woman’s 
College, University of North Carolina 
in Greensboro, for the first time in the 
school’s history. Mrs. Betty Tillman

Negro parents of about 30 school children will continue 
their boycott of a Surrey, Va. one-room school this Sep- 
tember after school board officials denied requests that 
the pupils be moved up to the fourth grade. Last spring, 
protesting the use of a one-room cinderblock school 
which housed their third grade children, parents began 
a five month boycott. Meanwhile, plans for a new $215,- 
000 12-classroom elementary school await approval.

William Fiveash and Ernest Whiddon 
were accused of beating, kicking and assaulting Scott 
who testified against ex-sheriff Wesley H. Fiveash. 


Ohioan Kills Self After Shooting 2 Cops 

After trying to force his estranged wife to commit sui- 
cide, 25-year-old Benjamin Franklin shot and critically 
wounded two policemen who tried to restrain him from 
beating her, then shot himself to death in Columbus, 
Ohio. One policeman, Thomas E. Webb, 31, died of a head 
bullet wound while his partner, Melvin M. Grimm, 26, was 
reported in serious condition from a bullet in the throat. 
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Nab Memphis Trio In Sewer Pipe Theft 

In Memphis, 24-year-old Willie Johnson was ar- 
rested and charged with larceny after police sur- 
prised him dressed in the nude and sledge-hammer- 
ing scrap iron from a sewer pipe along with Gaines 
Alley and Nathaniel Harris.

‘Five of the “patients” at the 
Harlem apartment of 56-year-old Mrs. Marie Blackman 
had to be hospitalized because of “botched up” abortions 
allegedly performed by Mrs. Blackman and her daughters, 
Mrs. Octavia Harris, 34, and Mrs. Adele Brown, 32. The 
women, unable to make $5,000 bond each were ordered 
remanded to jail. 


Nab 3 In Slaying Of Dr. Bunche’s In-Law 
Three men were arrested and charged wi 
with the Washington robbery-slaying of 
real estater Roscoe W. Harris, 65, brother- 
in-law of UN undersecretary Dr. Ralph 
Bunche. One of the men, ex-heavyweight 
boxer James Floyd, 25, who fought under 
the name of Tony Reno, was trapped in a 
New York clothing store after he tried to 
buy a suit with a $158.62 check signed by 
Harris. The other two men, Lindsay, Mc- Harris 
Daniels, 26, and Thomas L. Williams, 31, 
were arrested in a Washington apartment from which 
Harris regularly collected rents. Bunche’s brother-in-law 
was found bound, gagged and dead in his office by his wife 
who had gone to take him lunch.

he picked up a shovel to attack Mrs. Mary Redfern, and 
shot his father in the chest. The mother was charged with 
being an accessory in the killing. 


White Woman, Negro Escape In N. C. Robbery 

A “shabbily-dressed” blonde white woman and her 
slender Negro escort held up a Pineville, N. C., grocery- 
service station and fled into South Carolina with some 
$480 in cash after throwing snuff into the eyes of station 
operator, Writson T. Yandle. Blinding Yandle to keep 
him from seeing the license number of their get-away 
car, the couple eluded roadblocks hastily thrown-up by 
highway patrolmen. 
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White Player Forces Lincoln To Cancel Game 

Lincoln University at Jefferson, Mo., was forced to can- 
cel a game with Grambling College in Louisiana because 
the all-Negro Missouri school will have a white starting 
player in its lineup. Sophomore Larry Scheyler, a full- 
back, provided the school with the same problems that 
forced St. Louis University out of the Sugar Bowl in New 
Orleans where interracial games are banned. 


Claims Race Barred Eniry In R. I. Golf Meet 

A 28-year-old Negro golfer, Henry V. Davis, charged 
that he was barred from play in the Rhode Island open 
golf championship because he is a Negro. At Providence, 
R. I., where the tournament started at the Pawtucket 
Country Club, tourney secretary Edward Perry said Davis 
was refused an entry because the rules require amateurs 
to belong to a club. Charles Sifford,. Negro open golf 
champion, is one of the 18 post entrants in the meet. 


4 Negro UCLA Grid Stars Hit By PCC Ban 

Four Negroes were among 13 University of California at 
Los Angeles football players banned from playing their 
school’s full 1956 10-game schedule. The ruling by con- 
ference faculty representatives was a “partial lifting” of 
the Pacific Coast Conference’s severe penalties levied 
against UCLA and USC.
